That would de- 
pen daltogether on the size, ma- 
chinery and other ‘equipment. 
But to illustrate the proposition 
we will say the elevator complete 
will cost ten thousand dollars. 
This would mean that the people 
concerned would raise $1,500.00 
and the government would pro- 
vide the balance, $8,500.00. 

When it is remembered what 
a great advantage an elevator

it seems to us no time should be 
lost in an endeavor to take ad- 
vantage of this proposition.
